Construction  of  the  retaining  wall  in 
front  of  Songhees  Point,  which  is  part 
of  the  programme  Of  improvements  for 
the  former  reserve  area,  is  to  be  com- 
menced at  an  early  date.  Included  in 
the  estimates  shortly  to  be  submitted 
to  the  Legislature  will  be  a  sum  of 
$75,000,  which  is  half  of  the  cost  of 
the  retaining  wall,  the  other  half  being 
borne   by   the  Dominion  Government. 

Information  received  from  Ottawa 
states  that  the  plans  have  been  ap- 
proved and  forwarded  to  the  Provincial 
Government,  as  tho  approval  of  the 
latter  is  also  necessary  beeause  it  will 
bear  half  the  coat.  These  plans  are 
now  being  examined  by  Air.  F.  C. 
Gamble,  the  Provincial  Publie  Works 
engineer. 

The  examiiuiti.jii  «.aii....d  out  by  M. 
V'aliquet,  the  official  of  the  Federal 
Public  Works  Department,  who  visited 
the  city  a  few  months  ago,  showed  that 
considevable  eartli  and  rock  would  have 
to  be  excavated  outside  the  face  of  the 
wall.

—Under  the  head- 
ing of  "Corruption  in  Canada."  today's 
Dally  News  contains  some  pungent  re- 
marks on  two  items  of  news  "which 
must  be  disturbing"  to  the  friends  of 
Canada. 

The  lirst  is  th._^  confirmation  l>y  the 
Quebec  legislative  cominlttce.s  or  the 
truth  of  the  charges  brought  against 
Members  of  the  Quebec  Legislature,  and 
the  second  is  the  report  of  the  Canadian 
royal  commission,  which  shows  that 
£8,000,000  have  been  wasted  in  connec- 
tion with  the  building  of  the  N.  T.  H. 

The  Dally  News  says  confirmation  has 
already  been  inado  regarding  the  first. 
The  commission  inquiring  into  the  sec- 
ond does  not  think  there  has  been  any 
actual  dishonesty,  but  there  must  have 
been  very  culpable  negligence  to  bring 
about  a  waste  of  .so  enormous  a  nature.

The  laying  of  the  corner  stone  of  the 
Normal  School  yesterday  was  an  inter- 
esting ceremony,  and  one  that  possesses 
a  great  deal  ,of  signiflcance.  We  are 
not  sure  but  what  the  institution  to 
be  established  there  may  not  Jn  years 
10  come  prove  a  source  of  strength  and 
exercise  an  influence  upon  the  lives  and 
characters  of  youth  of  British  Columbia 
scarcely  aecund  to  that  of  the  Univer- 
sity. Dr.  Young's  educational  views  are 
certainly  along  broad  and  liberal  lines, 
and  he  has  found  his  colleagues  always 
ready  to  fall  in  with  them,  and  each 
r.ucccsslvc  Legislature  has  been  ready 
to  grant  him  the  necessary  authority 
and  the  money  requisite  to  put  them 
into  execution.  There  is  no  brighter 
si)0L  ia  tho  history  of  legislation  in 
this  J>ovinc6  tlian  that  embraced  in 
the  area  of  educational  policy.  The 
eeveral  Opposition  parties  in  tjic  House 
during  the  last  quarter  of  a  century 
have  been  active  enough  In  their  crltl- 
cisims  of  every  other  question;  the 
activity  has  often  become  virulent,  but 
on  all  mutters  relating  to  the  educa- 
tion of  the  youth  of  the  country  the 
only  spirit  exhibited  hag  been  one  ani- 
mated by  a  desire  to  do  the  right  thing. 

1  ii.  1  itort  of  tho  present  administra- 
tion has  been,  not  only  to  increase  the 
facilities  for  education  available  to  the 
youth  or  the  land,  but  to  enlarge  them, 
to  cnsraft  upon  tli©  scholastic  branch 
of  this  service  a  practical  branch,  so 
that,  as  far  as  possible,  when  boys  and 
girls  reach  the  close  of  their  school 
life,  they  may  be  equipped  for  the 
actl\c  duties  of  manhood  and  woman- 
hood. The  Victoria  Normal  Scliool  will 
prove  useful  in  respect  to  hundreds  and 
thousands  of  "the  youths  of  the  land.

Hugh  Keginald  Uaweis,  in  his  day  one 
of  the  raost  eloquent  Anglican  clergy- 
men, a  writer  of  -note  and  personally 
a  violinist  of  great  merit.  Mr.  Haweis, 
In  the  course  of  his  lecture,  pointed  out 
certain  very  striking  resemblances  be- 
tween the  music  of  "God  Save  the 
King,"  and  that  of  "Rule  Britannia."  To 
the  non-professional  musician  tliese  are 
not  apparent  at  first  hearing,  but  a 
musical  analyst,  like  Mr.  Ilaweis.  could 
make  it  plain  even  to  a.  person  witli 
only  a  limited  knowledge  of  such  things. 
From  the  standpoint  of  musical  com- 
position, our  two  great  National  songs 
cannot  be  compared  with  the  Russian 
National  Anthem,  "The  ^Vatch  on  the 
IMiinc,"  or  the  '•Marseillaise."  It  Is 
probably  the  o1de.st  of  all  European^ 
tpclodics.  The  reported  cornposer  ■,  of 
"God  Save  the  King"  Is  John  Bull,  vyho 
lived  in  the  close  of  the  Fifteenth  and 
the  beginning, of  the  Sixteenth- Ciflntury. 
IIo  traveled  cxteiislvely  and  earned 
fame  as  an  organist  on  the  Continent. 
His  claim  to.  Having  been  the  composer 
of  this  melody  has  often  been  disputed. 
The  evidence  sec'ms  to  show  that  ho 
adapted  a  folk-song  of  the  Teutonic 
races.  During  the  tlind  when  the 
Hohenstauffen  dynasty  wore  the  Im- 
perial crown  of  Germany,  the  old  Teu- 
tonic songs  came  Into  greiait  vogue. 
That  was  between  seven  and  eight 
hundred  year.s  ago.  About  four  hundred 
years  later  Italian  musicians  were  in- 
vited to  the  German  Court  and  the  old 
Teutonic  airs  fell  into  disuse.  It  is 
not  In  the  least  unlikely  tlmt  Dr.  Bull, 
who  lived  on  the  Continent  before  the 
change  had  been  completely  effected, 
heard  more  than  on©  of  tht  .  ili  pub- 
lished much  music,  hut  hardly  any  of 
it   survived  him.

At  the  meeting  of,  tlie  I'ubiic  Ac- 
counts Committee  yesterday  morning  a 
question  was  raised  as  to  what  ought 
to  be  included  In  the  Provincial  balance 
siieet.  As  at  present  prepared,  this 
document  deals  only  With  actual  trans- 
actions that  can  be  expressed  In  terms 
of  money.  Mr.  Parker  Williams  seemed 
to  think  that  indirect  and  contingent 
liabilities  should  be  included  thereon; 
but  a  little  consideration  will  show  the 
Member  for  Newcastle  that  this  would 
be  impossible  in  a  balance  sheet.  A 
balance  slieet  must  balance.  If  it  does 
);ot,  wliatever  else  it  may  be,  It  is  not 
a  balance  sheet.  To  elucidate  this  point 
11  little,  the  balance  sheet  for  the  year 
ending  March  31,  1913,  shows  on  both 
sidoR  of  the  account  the  sum  of  $15,-

Some  members  of  the  .cornmitt'c 
thought  the  nmoiuit  due  on  land  sales 
ought  to  lie  Included  In  the  balance 
sheet.

Whctlier  or  not  it  is  worth  while  to  in- 
cliiile  these;  in  tho  bniance.  slioot  Is  a 
matter  which  the  Government  might 
jiropcrly  i:onslder;  but  in  our  Judgment 
the.v  might  not  to  be  so  included,  be- 
cause balances  due  on  land  sales  dannot

It  is  estimated  that  the  building  of 
armaments  by  ISuropean  firms  ,  repre- 
sents a  dally  expehdlturo  of  $5,000,000, 
For  naval  shipbuilding  and  armament 
in  Great  Britain  the  demand  at  present 
Is  said  to  indicate  a  state' of  affairs 
without  parallel  In  tho  history  of  sliip 
construction.  Hero ,  are  the  totals  of 
Wlj,at  the  ■  seven  principal  European 
powers  are  spending  during  the  present 
flscal  year  on  their  armaments,  both 
nayal  and  military: 

Great    Britain $365,000,000 

Germany     340,000,000 

Russia .  305,000,000 

France 280,000,000

Austria-Hungary     .........  105,000.000 

Spain 50,000,000 

It  will  be  noted  that  Great  Britain's 
expenditure  on  armaihcnts  is  at  the  rate 
of  ?1, 000,000  for  each  day  of  the  year. 
For  each  second  of  the  day  throughout 
the  twelve  months  the  British  taxpay- 
ers have  to  find  a  sum  of  912.60^  in 
order  that  they  may  insure  the  Empire 
remaining  at  peace.  This  burden  will 
be  increased  during  1914-15,  for  the 
expenditure  on  the  navy  is  to  t)e  up- 
wards  of   5250,000,000. 

At  present  practically  every  firm  in 
the  world  that  manufactures  armaments 
is  enjoying  a  record  boom  In  trade.  At 
the  same  time  profound  peace  prevails 
among  tlie  powers.  The  ninral  appears 
to  be  that  nations  are  benefiting  from 
the  experience  of  recent  wars.  The 
struggle  in  South  Africa,  found  Great 
Britain  unprepared,  so  that  belore  sho 
achieved  victory,  much  money  had  to 
be  expended  and  many  lives  were  lost. 
The  war  in  the  Far  Fast  caught  Russia 
napping,  with  the  result  that  she  suf- 
fered a  humiliating  defeat,  her  army 
being  weakened,  her  navy  practically 
wiped  out  and  her  prestige  among 
the  powers  of  lOurope  considerabI.y  im- 
paired. The  Balkan  war  was  another 
lesson  in  the  lack  of  organization.  Not 
only  the  great  continental  powers,  but 
the  United  States  and  Japan  as  well, 
appear  to  be  proliting  by  the  knowl- 
edge gained  by  bitter  experience  tliat 
a  time  of  peace  is  a  time  for  prepara- 
tion. 


A  dispatiih  from  Rome  says  there  lias 
been  a  strike  of  lawyers  in  several 
towns  in  Apulia  as  a  protest  against 
the  shortage  in  tlie  number  of  judges 
in  that  region.

A  psychologi.st  advances  the  remork- 
nblo  theory  that  long  periods  spent  in 
unpeopled  wastes,  lil<e  the  Antarctic, 
strengthen  mental  power  and  establish 
a  strong  reiatlonslilp  between  the  con- 
scions  and  subconscious  mind.  The 
latter,  he  states,  retains  n  permanent 
record  of  everything  that  enters  the 
brain,  and  the  important  factor  Is  the 
power  lo  draw  upon  this  mental  re- 
serve. As  an  evidence  tliat  there  may 
be  some,  truth  in  this  theory  It  is  stat- 
ed that  commander  Evans  is  reported 
to  have  learned  P'rench  in  nftcen  days, 
In  order  to  deliver  a  lecture  in  Paris 
on  the  .Scott  Antarctic  Expedition.  With 
a  little  polar  exploration  thrown  Into 
tho  curflrulum,  the  lot  of  school  chil- 
dren  might   be'iJme  an  easy  one.

i  one  section  at  one  time,  which  would 
!  not  be  good  policy.  A  .semt-portablc 
'  plant  is  the  one  recommended,  to  bo  lo- 
■  a  ted  cither  at  Garbally  Koad  or  Spring 
I  Kldge.  By-lawa  have  already  been 
I  pas.>»ed  for  about  257,000  square  yards  of 
paving,  and  If  the  plant  was  located  at 
Garbally  Road  yard,  about  138,000 
sf|uare  yards  would  be  within  the  one 
and  one-half-mllo  circle,  and  110,000 
square  yards  between  the  one  and  one- 
half  and  three-mile  circle.  On  the  other 
hand,  if  the  plant  was  located  at  the 
city  property  at  Spring  Ridge  202.000

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Corner  Stone  of  New  Provincial 
Building  Laid  by  His  Honor 
Lieut. -Governor  Paterson — 
Description  of  Structure. 


The  corner  stone  of  the  new  Normal 
School  -\vaa  laid  yesterday  by  Hl.s  Honor 
Lieutenant-Governor  Paterson,  in  the 
presence  of  the  Minister  of  lOducation 
and  a  diatingulBhed  gathering,  which  in- 
cluded Hon.  Thomas  Taylor,  Hon.  D. 
M.  Kberts,  K.  C,  Mayor  Stewuri.  of 
Victoria,  the  Keeve  of  South  Saanich, 
ami  many  Members  of  the  rrovlnclal 
Legislature. 

The  weather  was  propitious  and  the 
large  number  of  ladles  and  others  who 
made  the  Jouhiey  out  to  Mount  Talmie 
were/well  rewarded  by  the  opportunity 
of  inspecting  the  first  floor  of  the 
building,  notlntr  the  beautiful  outlook 
over  Victoiia,  KSQuimalt  and  Oak  Bay, 
.-md  the  watern  of  the  Gulf,  and  listen- 
ing to  the  foreoaatij  of  lt.s  ininiense  use- 
fulness to  the  f»rovinoe  in  the  years  to 
come,  made  by  the  various  speakers. 
Br^  Yonnr's  Addreas 

His  Honor  on  anivul  Wiis  welcomed 
by  the  National  AiUhem,  played  by  the 
band  of  the  88th  Kuslliers,  and  after  a 
prayer  by  the  Bishop  of  Columbia,  Dr. 
Young  spoke  of  the  Importance  of  the 
present  occasion  in  view  of  the  de- 
mand for  such  education  which  would 
Kupplemit>nt  the  teaching  to  be  obtained 
at  tht:  L'nlverslly  and  otlir  .secondary 
schools.  "We  hope,"  he  continued,  '•to 
be  able  to  give  our  boys  and  girls  the 
opportunity  of  finding  out  In  what 
direction  their  abilities  He;  and  this 
the  manual  training  und  technical 
cUiHseH   should   materially  aid  in  doing." 

(Jomplaint  had  been  made  that  sohool.s 
only  fitted  jiupils  for  professions.  It 
was  hoped  now  to  alter  that  and  this 
Normal  school  training  would  be  the 
chief  agent  in  doing  .so.  The  Govern- 
ment, following  up  a  most  excellent 
report  maile  by  Mr.  G.  Dean  on  tech- 
nical education,  hoped  to  extend  this 
form  of  teacliing  throughout  the 
Province. 

Dr.  Young  acl-cnuw  lol.ni.d  tl)i>  gnat 
help  which  his  department  invariably 
received  from  the  Hon.  tlie  .Mini.sler  of 
Public  Work."?,  and  said  that  tlicy  felt 
they  wore  fortunate  in  lia\inff  .secured 
as  architect  Mr.  GiUam,  a  gentleman  uf 
wide  cvporleftce  both  in  the  Old  Coun- 
try and  in  British  Columbia,  whose  .siig- 
geations   had  >)een   most   valuable.

■•well  and  tnUy  laid.  " 

Mis  Honor  the  Lieutenant-Governor, 
in  congratulating  the  people  of  the 
Province  on  the  provision  made  for  the 
tral,nlng  of  their  children  and  tlicir  chil- 
dren's teachers,  sounded  a  note  of 
warning  as  to  tlio.  long  hours  devoted 
to  pure  brain  work  by  the  younger 
ptiplls  in  their  si-hools.  He  was  satis- 
flfil  In  his  own  mind  Ihcy  were  too 
long  and  ('ommended  a  reduction  to  tlio 
authorities.  What  tli.'.x-  renuircd  was 
that  the  yuwnK  men  of  th(!  Provi'mo 
should  be  brought  up  .so  that  they  are 
cnpable  of  taking  liold  aud  joining  in 
the  development  and  marketing  of  the 
natural    resourei's   of   tlie  country.

'I'lii  building  Htand.s  high,  ra'.ing 
.south  oil  .sloping  ground  which  nina 
down  lo  ilie  Lansdowne  Road,  where 
the  main  entrance  gates  will  be;  the 
turf  dotted  here  and  there  with  oak 
trees,  from  one  of  which  (the  only  one 
cut  down,  as  Mr.  Glllam,  the  architect, 
pointed  out)  tlic  hajidles  of  the  mallet 
and  trowel,  with  which  the  ceremony 
was  performed,  were  made.  The  age  .of 
tbi.s    tr(-e   was  estimated  at  30(r  years. 

Mr.  W.  F.  C.  Oillam,  the  architect,  in 
describing  the  materials  used,  stated 
that  the  concrete  was  made  from  rock 
blasted  fj-om  the  site;  the  grey  sand- 
stone was  all  from  Denman  island,  and 
all  the  floors  of  auditorium  and  class- 
rooms were  of  Douglas  fir,  gluiid  to  the 
concr.?re  with  mastic.  Tlie  total  length 
of  the  building  is  300  feet,  and  it  con- 
tains "G  rooms  on  Its  three  floors.  It 
is  fireproof  throughout,  and  special 
stress  is  laid  on  the  perfection  of  its 
lighting  and  ventilation.  The  mu.slc 
rooms   are   all    to   be  sound   proof. 

On  the  lowe.Ht  floor  are  to  be  found 
the  plunge  baths,  20ftx7ft.  6in.  and  6ft. 
deep,  with  dressing  rooms  and  shower 
baths  attached,  and  here  It  may  be  said 
that  tliroughout  tho  building  the  ac- 
commodation is  duplicated  for  male 
and  female  students;  the  gj-mnasluni, 
7;tft.x36ft.,  is  floored  with  maplo 
planks,  and  there  are  recreation  loom.s 
for  the  students,  besides  metal  and 
wood  workshops,  luncheon  rooms,  fire- 
proof   vaults    and    Janitor's    workshop. 

Mounting  to  the  main  floor  the  audi- 
torium runs  up  two  stories  and  will 
seat  760.  It  Is  73  feet  long  and  one  of 
its  special  features  is  the  accommoda- 
tion jiiovided  for  the  display  of  cinema- 
tograph films,  wliich  ar(>  expected  to  be 
used  more  and  more  In  the  future  In 
teaching.  The  stage  at  one  end  has 
anterooms  attached  and  the  six  doors 
will  empty  the  whole  hull  in  a  few 
second!*. 

The   Ubrary 

On  the  samo  floor  are  rooms  for  a 
library,  for  tho  secretary  and  commit- 
tee, besides  the  four  big  class  rooms, 
measuring  32ft.x20ft.  each.  I'oiir  more 
of  these  will  be  found  on  the  top  floor, 
where,  in  the  left  wing  Is  plac-d  a 
cKjmplf'te  set  of  rooms,  rciiresi'iilin.g  the 
interior  of  an  ordinary  house.  In 
these  the  girls  will  be  taught  lli.' 
science  of  housekeeping  down  to  tin- 
smallest  detail,  and  gne  or  two  pupils 
will  be  allowed  to  reside  with  the  mis- 
tress so  as  to  carry  out  everything 
that  they  will  have  lo  do  when  they 
niatry  and  have  homes  of  their  own,  If 
their  husbands  arc  to  be  comfortalde. 
Tlie  ooking  in  the  building  will  be 
done  by  a  system  of  air  gas,  which  can 
al.so  be  used  in  case  of  emergency  as  a 
lighting    agent. 

Tho  slates  for  the  roof  arc  green 
Westmoreland,  and  tho  central  tower, 
which  will  carry  a  four-sldcd  clock,  will 
also  be  used  as  the  main  ventilating 
shaft    for  the  whole  building. 

Tho  foundations  are  all  fni  the  solid 
ro.k,  through  which,  below  the  build- 
ing a  16ft.  trench  has  been  inado  to 
hold  all  pipes,  mains  and  so  on.  In 
blasting  down  strata  of  mica,  pyrites 
and    copper    were    found.

It  l.s  unite  true  that  there  is  work 
for  efficient  women  in  hom.es  In  every 
ilty  in  Canada.  But  every  girl  who 
wants  to  work  in  a  home  is  nqt  elTIcl- 
ent.  It  is  such  girls  who'  are  a  constant 
source  of  nnxlety  to  social  tvorkers  In 
o'lr  cities.  Some  of  them  drift  from 
one  po.>iltlon  to  another,  becoming  ap- 
parently more  diseournged  and  more 
nselesH  as    time   goes   on. 

Man)-  of  them  work  for  a  while  and 
then  ,t!et  married.  Jf  they  have  not 
been  able  to  serve  others,  they  certainly 
will  not  know  how  to  keep  houaca  of 
ilflr  own.  Too  often  the  families  of 
these  women  become  charges  on  the 
eommunit.V.

Speaks  of  SUnlsg  Trooblea 

The  history  of  the  recent  disturbances 
In  the  coal   mining  >i  -     of  Vancou- 

ver Island,  and   the  ■  ■,  hlch  led  to 

that  unsettled  condition,  the  right  of 
the  miners  to  organize  In  an  Interna- 
tional society,  and  a  spirited  protest 
against  the  cry  of  "foreign  agitators," 
the  alleged  misdeeds  of  the  Government 
in  neglecting  to  enforce  the  provisions 
of  the  Coal  Mines  Regulation  Act, 
coinbincd  to  form  the  subject  of  a  bitter 
linlirtment  of  the  present  administra- 
tion by  Mr.  John  Plaec.  Member  for 
Xanalmo,  who  occupied  the  floor  of  the 
House  for  nearly  three  hours  ,i  i  v .  ,- 
tcrday's  session  of   the   Legislature. 

The  speech  recapitulated  at  consider- 
able lengtli^the  argurncnts  broi|s;tj,t_£urr 
ward  by  the  same  Member  last  >;ear 
against  the  mining  policy  of  the  Gov- 
ernment and  its  alleged  indifference  to 
the  settlement  of  industrial  disputes. 
It  was  Interlaided  witli  a  larye  amount 
of  abuse  and  xltiiperation  of  the 
Premier,  the  .\ tlorney-fJeneral.  and  the 
Government  of  the  Frovlncc.  graduating 
down  to  an  attack  on  the  flag  of  the 
country  and  on  the  traditions  of  British 
justice. 

The  House  wn.-<  well  filled  wlien  the 
Member  for  Xanalmo  began  to  speak, 
and  the  ^-allerles  licid  more  spectators 
than  usual  in  antlcipaiion  of  tlie  speech 
of  the  JIIni.«ter  of  T>ands  on  the  ques- 
tion of  timber  royalties,  but,  as  the 
arguments  were  reiterated  with  the 
history  and  cause  of  the  strike,  the 
Members  began  quietly  to  slip  out  of 
the  House,  and  tho  galleries  gradually 
emptied. 

History  of  Industry 

After  dealing  witli  llu-  lilMtory  of  llic 
coal  mining  Industry  of  the  I.sland,  Mr. 
I'lace  gave  a.  short  epitome  of  the  Coal 
:\lineH  .Ael.  passing  to  the  report  of  the 
gas  commltfeo  and  the  subs.-ciuent  dis- 
missal of  Mottisliaw.  p'rom  thence  he 
re\lcwed  the  trouble  in  .N'anaimo,  whicli 
he  described  as  insisnlfit  ant.  and  spoke 
bitterly  of  tho  actions  of  Colonel  Hall 
and  tlie  mllltlB.

Judging 
by  the  number  of  vutuablo  dogs  mur- 
dered by  such  means  in  and  around  Vic- 
toria, it  must  be  scattered  around  by 
some  users  In  a  very  indlSvrHmlnalc 
way,  for  some  purpose 'or  other?  There 
is  no  doubt  that  the  laws  rislating  tu 
the  >ale  of  poison  arc  cither  no'.  «trici 
enough  or  are  not  carried  ou'  as  they 
cuifliL  to  be.  and  it  Is  8carc;ly  possible 
to  exaggerate  the  criminal  wickedness, 
not  to  say  cruelty,  of  the  practice  of 
destroying  or  attempting  to  do  so  ot 
animals  domestic  or  otherwise,  especial- 
ly so  when  tho  former  may  be  led  to 
.get  It.  as  my  own  experience  snow.s. 
Lately  I  lost  a  very  valuabl.,'  spuiileJ 
dog,  both  from  a  breeding  and  sporting 
Iioint  of  view,  as  well  as  belna-  «  fsiltb- 
ful  companion.  tlircuMh  the  nothing 
short  of  criniinal  ))rae,i.iee  of  .soiiu'  mis- 
creant throwing  arsenic  around.  And  to 
show  how  persistent  this  Insau-i  scat- 
tering of  poison  is,  1  can  ^ivc  tills 
verification  of  the  veterinary  «;Mrgeon 
who  attended  my  dog,  that  though 
twice  the  poor  Iltili-  animal  wa.s  moi-' 
or  less  cured,  it  managed  through  some 
extraordinary  manner  to  pick  more  of 
11  up  again,  with  the  result  that  it 
pined  away  lilt  by  bit  and  died  a  hor- 
ribly slow  death,  undoUbledly  in  griN'U 
agony.  Tho  truo  dog  lover  can  ap- 
preciate the  horror  of  It  all  when  you 
realize  how  tlie  care  and  affection  bi»- 
stowed  on  a  dog  Is  .so  well  rcpayed  by 
their  loving  'affection  for  such  care, 
even  though  suffering  horrible  torttires 
from  some  fateful  .seizure,  to  the  last 
gasp,  when  only  the  kindly  wiggle  of 
a  tall,  that  \vill  soon  be  still,  is  all 
that  can  be  given  as  the  relic  of  a  for- 
mer bounding,  joyous  greeting.  I  appeal 
to  all  dog  lovers  to  try  and  have  this 
all  too  promiscuous  purchase  and  scat- 
tering of  pol.sons  slopped  as  much  ,is 
possible  in  ilu('  reason,  and  even  thoug!i 
the  miscreant  who  wantonly  do  .su 
cannot  be  brougbt  to  Ju.sHc.',  throuyn 
the  many  loopholes  that  can  crop  up 
In  suih  cases,  surely  something  can  b- 
done  to  put  a  stop, to  the  cause  of  s < 
much  fluffeiing  and   loss.

MOW  YORK.  Feb.  1 3.— Dispatches  to 
Dun's  Review  from  branch  offices  in 
the  leading  centres  of  the  Dominion  of 
Canada  show  little  change  in  the  busl- 
r.css  siluatloiV  although  tlie  movement 
in  some  lines  has  been  stimulatod  b.v 
the  cold  weather  now  generally  pre- 
vailing. 

Montreal  reports  rather  quiet  condi- 
tions. Tlie  drygoods  travelers  are  mak- 
ing favorable  returns,  and  are  sending 
in  a  fair  amount  of  orders  for  Spring 
merchandise,  while  th»  movement  of 
groceries  Is  up  to  the  average  Cloth- 
ing, however,  is  only  In  moderate  de- 
mand and  the  sale  of  shoes  not  very 
active.  Leather  and  hides  are  dull,  but 
^  ery   firm. 

At  Toronto  a  more  eonftdfnt  feeling 
now  prevails  owing  to  the  growing  e.ise 
of  the  money  market.  Merchants  arc 
making  preparations  for  a  lively  Sprlnic 
lr«ii<\,   4tnd    orders    are    already    coming 


in  Willi  some  freedom  for  dr>'good8, 
feotweur.  clotblne,  groceries,  hai'dware 
and  other  staples.  Sumo  lines  have 
been  considerably  benefited  by  more 
soasonablii    wo.a.iher. 

Lower  temperatures  and  .snow  have 
htlped  local  retail  trade  to  some  e.XteiU 
at  Hanrllton,  though  there  Is  no  par- 
ticular aetivlty    In    evidence. 

In  tile  far  West  and  .N'ortliwest  fa- 
vorable weather  has  prevailed  and  a 
lutr    volume   of   trade   Is   reported. 

There  is  a  betlei'  demand  for  \Vln- 
ter  merchandise  ut  Winnipeg  owing  to 
more  seasonable  weatlier,  and  while 
sti'Cks  are  rather  jieav.w  it  is  believed 
that  tliey  are  being  raiildly  redueed.
